A particular kind of black beaver 

| hat fell in popularity when Franz Mul- 
ler was in 1864 hanged for the mur- 
der of Thomas Briggs on the North 
London Railway. Muller’s hat, found 
in the railway carriage, formed the 
connecting link in a remarkable chain 
of circumstantial evidence. Hence- 
forth “mullers,” as they were called, 
| were tabooed, and anybody who wore 
one risked having it smashed at sight. 

While in England garments have 
been made unfashionable by figuring 

| at the execution of criminals, in 
France the public executioner at one 
time actually set the fashion. Sanson, 

| the executioner, was famous for the 
| richness of his attire and attracted 
such attention thereby that just be- 
tore the revolution he was forbidden 
to wear blue, which was a nobieman’s 
color. By way of protest he made him- 
self even more gorgeous and despite 
his office made the green cloth which 
| he adopted fashionable with the court 


| dandies, who imitated both the cut 
and color of his clothes.—London 
Chronicle. 


An Able Official. 

Mr. Robert E. Young, who is acting 
as the representative of Canada at 
the conference at the Foreign Oftice, 
London, to discuss the standardization 
of the world’s map, was for many 
years a Dominion land surveyor in 
Western Canada in the early days. 
He has been described as the type of 
man who would start on a week's 
strenuous work with a can of biscuits 
for provisions. His skill as a sur- 
veyor and geographer was such that 
when difficulties arose in the survey ot 
the City of Winnipeg, involving mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property, 
| he was chosen to make a special sur- 
vey of the city, and his survey was 
legalized by the Manitoba Legislature. 
The Dominion Government  subse- 
quently offered him an appointment 
in the Department of the Interior as 
superintendent of railway lands, a pos. 
tion which, on account of the contin- 
uous method of selection adopted by 
those interested, required the ser- 


| vices of one specially skilled in geo- | 


graphical and survey work. 

No one has been more active or in- 
fluential in making known the poten- 
tialities of the far Northwest of Can- 
ada than Mr. Young. He has been 
indefatigable in this work. To the 
newspapers he is a veritable mine of 
information on the subject of the ch. 
mate and natural conditions of the 

ace River and Mackenzie districts 
and the Yukon Territory. He, indeed, 
possesses the combination of qualities 
somewhat rarely found among perman- 
ent Government officials—enthusiasm, 
courtesy, enterprise, and talent. Mr. 
R. E. Young and Mr. “Charley” 
Young, the popular proprietor of The 
Cornwall Freeholder are brothers.

Furthermore, the shoes were all to be 
for the horse’s forefeet, from which 
fact some historians draw the infer- 
ence that the animals ridden in the 
knights’ tournaments were encouraged 
to injure each other with their tront 
hoois.—Duily News.

The Tale of a Pig, 


A case with a_ considerable 
amount of humor in it, which, how-

There was, however, a considerable 
incresse in loss of time to employees 
occasioned by trade disputes. This 
wus owing to strikes in coal mines in 
Nova Scotia and a strike of coal 
miners in Alberta and eastern British 
Coiumbia, 

There were approximately — 17,881 
employees involved in trade disputes 
as compared with 26,232 in 1908, Of 
the 69 disputes 30 ended in favor of 
the employers, and ten in favor of 
the employees, while a compromise 
was reached in.13 disputes.

To 
relieve owners of strongly constructed 
shins from paying premiums on losses 
to lower gerede ships a classification 
committee similer to that of the 
Lloyd's was recommended, 

Speaking of the causes of lake dis- 
asters, A. A. Wright, of the Dominion 
Marine association, says: 

“Many vessels on the lakes are 
loeding far btyond the safety limit 
owing to their hatch construction. At 
the bottom of the trouble is the 
anxiety of the owners to get the maxi- 
mum load and the greatest number 
of trips, and the captain who is try- 
ing to beat his competitors and make 
the best time. As it is we have all 
got to contribute for the other man’s 
nerve.” 


May Supersede Elusive Trolly Wire 
New York.—Noted electrical engin- 
eers and traffic men will go to West 
Orange, N. J., to witness the first 
practical test of the new storage bat- 
tery on which Thos. A. Edison has 
been working for years. The battery 
is to be tried on an ordinary street 
ear between Newark and West Orange. 
If the test is successful the car will 
be run to Philadelnhia. If the bat- 
tery is found practicable it will mean 
thet trolley wires willbe done away 
with.

Floods Cover One-fourth of France 

Paris.—A fourth of France, it is 
estimated, is under water.

It is now believed 
that the Eiffel Tower, the foundations 
of which were threatened by the 
waters is no longer in danger of col- 
lapsing. However, the wireless sta- 
tion at the top of the tower has been 
abandoned temporarily. The rivers 
Rhone and Loire are reported to be 
falling and the situation accordingly 
is improving at Lyons, Limoges, Trois 
and Auxerre and Annecy.

Edmonton. — Important announce- 
ments affecting matters of vital inter- 
ests to the farmers of the province 
were made by Premier Rutherford an | 
the Hon. Duncan Marshall, mini 
of agriculture, at the annual conven- 
tion of the United Farmers’ Assovia- 
tion of Alberta. 

The Hon, Duncan Marshall has an- 
nounced his istention of investigatinz 
what he termed as the outrageous 
charges by the railway company for 
the transportation of coal from. the 
coal mining centre to the isolated 
towns and villages in the province and 
of laying the case before the railway 
commission with a demand for redress 
in the form of cheaper rates. 

joth Premier Rutherford and Ho. 
Mr. Marshall have repeated the inten- 
tion of the government to fulfil to the 
letter the promise to establish a co- 
operative oa packing plant at some 
point in the province, provided that 
the farmers gave sufficient guarant e 
that they would be prepared to supply 
sufficient raw material to keep the 
plant on its feet 

Hon. Duncan Marshall pointed out 
in unmistakable terms the folly of es- 
tablishing a plant in the face of the 
present conditions, in which it was im- 
possible for the packing plants in ex- 
istence to obtain sufficient hogs to run 
the plants to canacity 

The premier asked the convention to 
discuss fully the question of govern- 
ment ownership of terminal elevators, 
and to formulate some businesslike 
pronosition which they could present 
to the government and the legislature 
He stated that althouch a great many 
more farmers in the province had 
availed themselves of the hail insur- 
ance offered by the government, there 
was still a considerable deficit, He 
was not in favor of the government 
discontinuing the hail insurance, but 
he honed that the convention won! 
discuss the matter, A total of $86.00 
had been received in premiums dur- 
ing the narst vexr, but $73.000 more 
than that had been paid in indem- 
nities. 


Railways Liable for Forest Fires 

Ottawe.—A spirited attack by Hon. 
Clifford Sifton upon the Canadian rei 
road corporations generally, and upon 
the Intercolonial railway specially for 
causing many destructive forest fires 
along their routes, was the feature of 
the closing session of the Canadian 
Conservation commission. 

The discussion of this question arose 
in connection with the report present- 


ed by Senator Edwards, chairman of 
the committee of forests 
Although no definite action was 


taken it was virtually stated that whon 
the commission had emerged from its 
swaddling clothes, there would be re- 
commended to the Dominion govern- 
ment legislation rendering every ratl- 
road company in Canada liable fir 
every forest fire caused by its locomo- 
tives.

Project of Militarists 

Torsnto.—Dr. Goldwin Smith has 
written a letter to the Kingston Stand- 
ard on the Cansflian navy proposals. 
He says: “If anything in the way ot 
a tribute is due from Canada as a 
dependency of the Empire, let it be 
propmtly and cheerfully paid. But the 
project of a Canadian fleet surely in- 
volves a change of relation upon 
which the people of Canada have a 
claim to be consulted, It practically 
involves indefinite demands upon 
Canada in the case of war. The pro- 
ject apperra to have emanated not so 
much from any considerable portion 
of our now somewhat motley popu- 
lation but rather from the high Im- 
perialist and militarist section; smal! 
comparatively in number, whieh 
gathers at the Colonial banquets in 
London. I write as an Englishman 
convineed that war with Germany, 
which militarists seem to be trying to 
bring on, but of which, if they would 
be quiet, there surely is no probabil- 
ity, would be fatal to the interests of 
the country, even if victory were 
hers.” 


Will Have Home Rule or an Election 

London.—John Redmond, the leader 
of the Irish party, said that there 
would be seventy members from Ire- 
land absolutely controlled by the 
Home Rulers, and five from England 
and Scotland. He asserted that the 
first proposition would be Home Ru'e 
and unless there was a guarantee to 
that effect the Irish votes would agai 
force a dissolution of parliament.
